The church was built with money fur- 
nished by the congregation and is en- 
tirely free of debt. 

The congregation of the church of the 
Guardian angel consists of about forty 
families and embraces about 200 com- 
municants. 

It was established in 1862, and is his- 
toric because of the fact that it once sus- 
tained a fine college. 

Its first pastor was Rev. Father Spann- 
ing, who has his home in another par- 
ish. Its first resident pastor was Bev 
Father Weeterman, who lived there 10 
years. He waa succeeded by Rev. Fath- 
er Craney, now pastor of St. Anne's 
church at Morganfield, who sent a letter 
of regret that he could not attend. Kev. 
Fathers O'Connor, Henneoey, Niehaus 
and Carrol followed. Rev. Father Brey, 
the devout and greatly loved pastor of 
the Clover port church, also includes the 
Mt Merino church in his pastorate. He 
is a zealous, christian and his liberality, 
his fine intellect, broad sympathies and 
lovable character makes both communi- 
ties fortunate in their possession of him. 

The ladies of the congregation are 
worthy of the highest praise for the 
splendid work they performed in decor- 
ating the new church and getting it in 
shape for the services.

In Ohio threehn | d velope, wild f.-w 
tceptiona, a Isjiu jre Id with .1 .at. y 
good. In Indiana Um ) ield is falling far 
short oi previoua estimates and the 
quality la generally poor. Missouri crop 
ia much below an average in quantity 
and quality not fully reported. Kansas 
crop is a poor one with many acres not 
harvested. 
Spring wheat is from two to three 
eeks late with prospects favorable for a 
full yield on an average acreage. 
Threshing in this state was well under 
ay at close of the month. The yield is 
light as previously indicated, and gener- 
ally speaking, results are short of ezpec- 
A few early crops that escaped 
from fly and rust are yielding 
well. The quality is superior as a rule. 
The average yield per acre is S.l bushels. 
For the past three yearn the estimated 
yield per acre was, for 1896, It 
IMS', II btiahels; 18IKJ, U, 
bushels.

The corn crop ia very uneven in ap- 
pearance. Early corn ia laid by in good 
condition and some of it is silking and 
ling. Medium early corn is not so 
promising, somewhat ragged as to stand 
and is Buffering injury from insects. 
Chinch bugs are present in a number of 
counties but the damage is confined to 
corulields adjacent to tields of wheat. 
There is a considerable acreage of very 
late corn as result of failure to secure a 
stand and the planting of abandoned 
tobacco fields to corn. Cultivation was 
retarded early in season but later was 
pushed vigorously. Corn is now clean 
but the excessive cultivation necessary 
to clear it of weeds has left it in poor 
condition to withstand the dry weather 
now prevalent, except in sections that 
have been relieved by local showers. 

The condition averages U, a loss 
one point since June 1st. The average 
condition on this date for the past twe 
years were: lHttS, (Hi; 181>7, 87. Th« 
condition by sections shows as follows: 
Western St, central 81 and southeastern 
84. 

TOBACCO. 

The acreage of tobacco is estimated at 
•S3 per cent, of the acreage of 1888. 
full acreage was planted but the damage 
by grasshoppers has materially affected 
the acreage. The destruction wrought 
by these insecU this year is something 
unknown in the history of tobacco 
growing in the state. Early tot 
escaped damage, but late has suffered 
severely, many crops being set the third 
time. A majority gave up alter the 
second trial and planted to corn or 
By section the acreage shows, for \ 
em >a per cent, of 18!»K acreage and for 
central 8»i per cent. The southeastern 
section grows comparatively little tobac-

Late set tobacco is suffering greatly 
for lack of moisture. Worms are report- 
ed plentiful in a number of counties 

The condition of oats has improved 
from Won June 1st to «5 July lot, and 
now promise a good yield per acre. The 
straw ia short but heads line length and 
well tilled.
